B oston, Mass., February 1 7 .-Reports 
from Haverhill state that the fire which 
started in tho business portion of the 
town spread with great rapidity, the 
buildings being mostly of wood and ig­ 
niting very quickly. The small tiro de­ 
partment was unable to c q>e with the 
Haines, which soon got beyond their con­ 
trol, 
aud 
assistance 
was 
immedi­ 
ately telegraphed for to Lawrence, New­ 
buryport, Lowell, and other towns ad­ 
jacent. 
The town at this hour (1:30> steins all 
ablaze, and tile business portion will un­ 
doubtedly bo destroyed. Engines have 
arrived from Lawrence and are on the 
way from several other cities which lriv<* 
been called upon for help. 
The fire covers •Hie entire tract from 
the railroad station to Little River and 
between Essex and Wingate streets and 
the river. The flames are still raging, 
and tho prospects for gaining control 
over the tire, at this hour, ani very unfa­ 
vorable. 
No direct reports from the scene of the 
conflagration can be obtained. Tho lire 
can be seen from Boston, Lawrence, An­ 
dover, aud many 
other places from 
twenty to thirty miles from Haverhill. 
Tho first direct report from Haverhill 
says: “Tho First National Bank, i lie 
Five-Cent Savings Bank, aud all of the 
lower part of Washington street have 
been burned, aud there is no knowing 
where the tiro will stop.” 
The operator at the depot says the fire 
is getting uncomfortably close, and lie 
is afraid he will be forced to desert his 
post. The fire, he says, covers at least 
ton acres, pretty thickly built up—the 
Smith Block, the Fiuuey Block, tne Til­ 
ton Block, tho Prescott Building, the 
Union 
Block, 
the 
Coffin 
Building 
on 
Washington 
street, 
and 
the Pioling building on Wingate street. 
Tho loss is several millions. Engines 
are coming from 
Newburyport 
and 
Dover. 
A number of families on Wingate 
street were burned out. 
This is tho 
biggest fire that has ever occurred in 
this vicinity. The streets are lined with 
merchandise and furniture, and there is 
na doubt a number of people rendered 
homeless, although, ow ing to the panicky 
feeling, no really authentic report can be 
got from any person in Haverhill. 
Tho main telegraph office has burned 
out. The connection between the center 
of the city and the dei>ot tclepraph 
office is thus severed. |The fire started 
in Endicott J: Arnold’s sole leather estab­ 
lishment, a ‘wooden block. 
The alarm was first given at 11:45 
when the fire had gained such headway 
that the local department could do noth­ 
ing to stay its progress. 
At 2:25 a. rn. (Saturday) tho fire can be 
distinctly seen from Boston, aud is evi­ 
dently still burning fiercely. No loss of 
life or personal injury is yet reported, 
but it is feared here by the friends of res­ 
idents of Haverhill who know the loca­ 
tion of the fire that some lives must have 
been lost 
7 
A sudden burst of flame win? noticed 
from this city, indicating an explosion. 
Haverhill was settled 242 years ago, 
aud contains probably 15,OCK)inhabitants. 
It lies on the north bank of the Merri­ 
mack river, at the head of navigation, 
fifteen miles from the ocean, on the Bos­ 
ton A Maine railway, thirty-tlirec miles 
north of Boston. It has from twenty to 
thirty churches and a fine city hall. 
Among the churches are two beautiful 
edifices, one a gothic Arabic structure, 
the other modeled from an Italian tem­ 
ple. The school buildings of Haverhill 
are costly structures. Large factories of 
boots and shoes, numbering fully 2UB, 
are centered in tne vicinity, aud 10,000,- 
000 bricks are made there yearly. About 
S7,OOO,OOO worth ;of goods are manufac­ 
tured each year, important woolen mills 
are situated iu the town.

Cvinr<nh'ft, Iridic* itntl (L ath Wien.*——In 
behalf of Wm. II. Sargent Post No. 20, 
Grand Army of the Republic, I bid you 
all a cordial welcome, aud especially do 
we extend kind greetings to you, our old 
comrades in arms, who have borne with 
us the toils aud fatigues of the day, and 
we receive you as our honored guests to­ 
night. 
When we embark on the journey of 
life, little do we know or seem to care 
what may befall us on the way. The 
joys and aspirations of youth aud young 
manhood are constantly pointing to the 
highly twrought pictures their imagina­ 
tion has painted upon tho silken ban­ 
ners of hope. And thus we continue our 
voyage down the great stream of time 
until we are sobered by experience, age 
and reflection, and unlearned out into 
the great ocean of eternity. 
And it is well that the future is con­ 
cealed from our view, lest a glimpse of 
the realities we are sometimes oaHed up­ 
on to encounter should paralyze the hope 
and energy within us. 
After a period of national grow th and 
prosperity, the {memorable Rebellion of 
^♦>1 burst upon tile world like the crash 
of thunder from a clear sky, and rolled 
in resistless force over a large portion of 
our country; and we instantly found our­ 
selves struggling in a seething, boiling 
sea of political convulsions and national 
tumult. But thanks to the stout hearts 
and steady {nerves of the noble souls 
that stood constantly on the deck of tho 
grand old ship of state, and with cease­ 
less activity watched the chart aud com­ 
pass of the Union, while they gallantly 
defended the noble craft from the as­ 
saults of her enemies, and steered her 
safely through the storms of passion and 
conflict. 
Comrades, it has been oar lot to en­ 
counter the toils and danger of the field 
aud camp in support of a noble cause, 
and after we hail discharged our duties 
as soldiers of the Republic in tho hour 
of our country’s peril and need, in a 
manly struggle for tho right, the dark, 
portentous cloud was rolled away and 
we at length found ourselves in the quiet 
walks aud peaceful avocations of life, 
enjoying with others the blessings and 
prosperity of a united and happy eonutry, 
purged of rebellion and treason by the 
loyal hearts aud strong arms of the Re­ 
public. We could then betake ourselves 
to rest aud refreshment aud reproduce 
the pictures; not of the terrible and re­ 
volting scenes through which we had 
just passed, but of ourselves on the way. 
And thank God there is yet; a goodly 
number left to commemorate the o d 
camp fire around which we gathered 
after the toils and fatigues of the day, 
aud the smoke anil carnage of the battle, 
to partake of a soldier's fare, to relate the 
scenes and adventures of a soldier’s life; 
or, perchance, to dicer each other with 
story or song to make life tolerable amid 
tho many privations we endured—yes, 
even iu the face of death. Rut no word 
of complaint, no faltering of hope or 
courage was ever expressed by the true 
soldier, lie enlisted for the war, aud his 
oath was registered Above that he would 
put his foot on the neck of Treason and 
stamp Rebellion into the earth; aud all 
the powers of darkness combined could 
not shake Ills high resolves; nothing but 
the cold relentless hand of death could 
drive him from his noble purpose. 
But we are asked, “What is the Grand 
Army of the Republic?” I will tell you 
ai; briliy as I can. After Hie close of the 
war of the Rebellion of I SRI, certain no­ 
ble ami generous hearted veterans who 
hail borne an active and honorable part 
in sustaining the union, prompted by 
the spirit expressed in a couplet of Ad­ 
dison— 
“G reat souls by instinct to each other turn. 
Demand alliance ami in friendship burn," 
conceived tile idea of forming an organi­ 
zation which should be broad enough aud 
liberal enough in its character to com­ 
mend itself to every well disposed soldier 
aud sailor who fought tor the union in 
that memorable contest, and had re­ 
ceived an honorable discharge. The pur­ 
pose of this organization, which was to be 
known as the Grand Army of the Repub­ 
lic, was to form a union of those veteran 
soldiers and sailors tor their mutual ben­ 
efit—to sustain and perpetuate friend­ 
ships born of mutual sufferings and tried 
valor. To provide for tile temporal ne­ 
cessities of any of this noble baud whom 
the misfortunes of life should render des­ 
titute. To cheer aud comfort each other 
on the remainder of life’s journey. To 
watch by the bedside of the sick soldier, 
and tenderly smooth the pillow of a dy­ 
ing comrade, and when the soul shall lie 
released from its tenement of clay, to hon­ 
or his obsequies and the memory of his 
noble deeds, for 
“Their lives dill n o t end when they yielded 
their breath. 
Their glory illum ines the gloom of the grave.” 
Our Confession of Faith, if you please, 
is the constitution and law’s of the 
Union, and we seek to cherish aud sus­ 
tain that true loyalty to our country that 
has immortalized the names of the brave 
heroes that fell in their country’s cause. 
Our standard of morals is the code of 
consistent and gentlemanly deportment 
iu the daily walks of life. With relig­ 
ious and jMilitieal creeds, as an organiza­ 
tion, we have nothing to do; we are left 


to the exercise of our own judgments on 
these deliberate questions, in accordance 
with the rights guaranteed to every' citi­ 
zen of the republic. The element of se­ 
crecy rn our organization is identical with 
that enjoined ui>on every sentinel aud 
out-post in the service of the United 
States when in the field. Our secrecy is 
to protect ourselves from jutruhion by 
unauthorized persons; and that is all. 
The declaration of our principles are 
open to the world, and our deeds to the 
broad light of day. 
On tins deep, broad and solid founda­ 
tion we arc daily erecting an edifice that 
shall withstand the shocks of time, ami 
out-live the revolution of empires, king­ 
doms aud republics; aud on its fair pro­ 
portioned aud polished walls shall be 
emblazoned in letters of living light, to 
lie seen, read aud honored by all men, 
through all time, the motto of the Grand 
Army of the Republic—Friendship, Char­ 
ity aud Loyalty—and when the last re­ 
veille shall have been sounded, aud the 
fiual drum beat shall summon to his eter­ 
nal rest the last remaining soldier aud 
veteran of the Grand Anay of the Repub­ 
lic, may we all meet to bivouac in that 
better laud where the toils and contlicts 
of earth shall never enter—where eternal 
peace shall reign supreme. 
After this fitting address of Mr. Met­ 
calf, “Glory Hallelujah” was sung by the 
Glee Club, the audience joining in the 
chorus— 


Glory, glory H alleluiah, 
Glory, glory, glory Hallelujah, 
Glory, glory H allelujah, 
We all went marching on. 
The speech, or talk of Mr. Norcross, 
called Gut hearty 
laughter and 
the 
loudest applause. It was full of wit aud 
humorous expressions and 
laughable 
incidents. Ile said he had been in tho 
habit of joining everything that came 
along—had joined the army, the different 
lodges, the Episcopal church, aud lie 
paid his one dollar and joined tho Grand 
Army of the Republic, aud there he was. 
He said it was impossible to write an ad­ 
dress alxmt camp life, and therefore he 
would 
relate in 
an 
off-hand way 
some 
of 
the 
experiences, 
the 
struggles, 
the 
pleasures, ami 
the 
hardships of camp life. Ile then gave 
an exceedingly humorous description of 
the camp, and in it did not forget to pay 
a fitting tribute to the army shirt—which 
was never known to have been too long— 
editorially after it was washed. After 
telling a good story on Captain William 
Huger and the jug of “kerosene” (known 
by a different name now, though), and 
one 
on 
Eugene 
Warren 
aud

ho 
closed with a fine tribute to the soldiers 
and the aims aud purposes of the Graud 
Army of the Republic. 
The recitation by Mrs. J. B. Day, of 
Whittlers “Barbara Freitchie” was done 
so well that it received a substantial en­ 
core, ami in resp* use gave Bret Harte’* 
John Burns at Gettysburg.” 
One of the novelties of the programme 
was an harmonica solo by George Wills, 
with a guitar accompaniment by Charles 
Hoebel, which received an encore. 
Dr. J. B. Whiting was called to speak 
of the soldier as a citizen. He said it 
seemed fitting and proper in these pres-. 
once to say something about who W. ll. 
Sargent was. Ile was a Janesville boyt 
ami fought bravely and well, and died. 
The speaker paid ail eloquent tribute to 
the soldier and

closed, how quietly the great army of 
soldiers returned to peaceful industries.
